Tue silver lining of the clouds of business depres- 
sion that darkened the industrial sky is about all the 
government statisticians saw during the month of 
May. Their review of the internal commerce of the 
United States for that month has an optimistic tone. 
The volume of live stock and grain movements was 
below that reported for May of the preceding to 
years, and there appeared also a slight check in the 
upward trend of the coal and lumber traffic, but the 
transportation, manufacturing, and building activities 
are reported as much improved. The coke output and 
shipments showed a continuous improvement in an- 
swer to the larger demand of the iron furnaces. In- 
creased takings of cotton and wool indicated a greater 
activity in the textile industry, while larger shipments 
of boots and shoes served as an index of more regular 
industrial employment. The building activity in the 
larger cities of the country was unusually heavy. 
Traffic operations of railroads were not up to the high 
record of 1907, though comparisons -with May, 1908, 
showed a considerable improvement for practically all 
sections of the country. 








“THE THEORY once so commonly held that college 
life unfits a man for business is completely discredit- 
ed,” says The University of Illinois Press 
Education * tae ‘ 

oni Bulletin. “It is now conceded that the 
Business. COlleges and universities have much to 
offer young men seeking a_ business 
career, just as a generation ago they had much to 
offer young men entering the professions. Business, 
in fact, is rapidly advancing to the rank of a profes- 
sion and, in the opinion of both educators and busi- 
ness men, the time has come for placing education in 

this country permanently on a university basis.”’ 
There never were truer words spoken than those. 
The laws of business are as relentless as the laws of 
nature. Business is today more of a science than 


medicine was twenty-five years ago. But the science 
of business cannot be learned by practicing business. 


‘ business life. 
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The men who practiced medicine, who went around 
the country selling pills, were not the ones who de- 
veloped the present science of medicine. A _ science 
can only be developed and learned by thinking and 
studying. 

The importance of higher commercial education was 
recognized in other countries much sooner than in the 
United States, says the Bulletin. Germany is a strik- 
ing example. Without doubt the most noteworthy 
event in modern economic history is the rapid rise of 
Germany to the first rank among industrial and com- 
mercial nations. It is an undisputed fact that her 
superior system of industrial and commercial educa- 
tion has: been an important factor in achieving this 
result. What Germany has lacked in natural oppor- 
tunities she has made up in the more efficient training 
of her people. 

Commercial schools of all grades are scattered over 
the German empire. Of schools of university grade 
Germany has five, at Berlin, Cologne, Frankfurt, 
Leipzig and Hamburg. England, too, has wakened up 
and sees the necessity of this university training for 
Within the past few years great schools 
of commerce and business administration have been 
established and developed at. the Universities of Bir- 
mingham, Liverpool, Manchester, and London. The 
last mentioned is the’ famous School of Economics and 
Political Science, founded fourteen years ago. 

The easy successes in business which have charac- 
terized the past in the United States cannot much 
longer be obtained. We have used up the cream of 
our natural resources, and if we hold. our own with 
the leaders of the business world in the future, it will 
be because we have made adequate provision for com- 
prehensive and efficient industrial and commercial 
education. From the point of view of individual wel- 
fare, also, the time has come in this country when 
young men choosing a business career may well begin 
by studying the practice of their predecessors, and by 
attempting to formulate the fundamental principles 
underlying such practice. While experience will al- 
ways be an important teacher for the business man, it 
does not now possess the educational value that it once 
had, very largely because of.the revolutionary changes 
in business organization that have occurred in the last 
quarter of a century. Individual and- partnership 
forms of enterprise on a smal! scale have been largely 
superseded in many lines of effort. by corporate or- 
ganization on a large scale. This new kind of or- 
ganization demands a breadth of view and a grasp of 
fundamental economic principles undreamed of in 
earlier times, and attainable only by a vigorous course 
of study in addition to experience. A business, like a 
profession, may of course still be learned by experi- 
ence, but in the former, as in the latter, a thorough 
course of study in the history, principles, and practice 
of the subject will be found to be a vast economy in 
time and effort. 

That the principles and practice of business are 
teachable, and teachable in the schools and universi- 
ties, few will now undertake to deny. Both educators 
and business men concede it. Former President 
Charles W. Eliot of Harvard University says, “To 
deny that young men may be systematically trained for 
industry and commerce is to assert that industry and 
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commerce are merely imitative arts, to be acquired 
only by seeing other people do the tricks and then 
practicing them.” 

President Frank A. Vanderlip of the National City 
Bank of New York, believes that there is no reason 
why the elements of business cannot be as scientifically 
classified as the elements of engineering, and that as 
good results will follow a proper commercial education 
as have followed technical training. The available in- 
formation concerning modern business practice in 
many lines is now so great that it is entirely possible 
to put the man intending to engage in business into 
possession, not only of the necessary knowledge of 
current practice, but also of the body of principles 
underlying and deducible from such practice. It is 
the function of the teacher of the business student to 
gather, arrange and present the lessons of practical 
experience, to point out the necessary and inevitable 
conclusions to be drawn therefrom, and to show that 
such conclusions, while arrived at singly and in isola- 
tion in actual life, are, in fact, not accidental occur- 
rences, but the natural results of a particular combina- 
tion of circumstances. 








A CORRESPONDENT of a Chicago newspaper says that 

while economists are pointing to the already denuded 

forest lands and still further predicting 

Peat as = that the world’s coal supply cannot last 

oan more than 300 years longer, with stead- 

ily advancing prices for the commodity, 

interest may well arise again in the peat deposits of 
the country. 

Not since the winter of 1902 have the attentions of 
the country been attracted to the subject of peat as 
fuel. In that year the strike of anthracite coal miners 
and its alarmist effects served to launch a number of 
peat producing companies, represented by beautifully 
engraved stock certificates and highly polished, car- 
boniferous lumps of machine peat briquets, adapted as 
paper weight reminders that this beautifully engraved 
stock was for sale. With the ending of that famous 
strike, however, interest in peat as well as invested 
capital slumped badly. The scent of peat smoke hov- 
ering over the Irish landscape this coming tourist sea- 
son may be counted upon as one of the dear remem- 
brances of the traveler abroad. He will have forgotten 
it, however, as an industrial and commercial proposi- 
tion for his own country by the time he has returned. 
At this juncture the governmental Geological Survey 
has brought up the subject of peat as a desirable fuel, 
offering an almost unexploited field to industry and 
promising conservatively fair rewards to adventurers 
who need not be of the highly technical class in order 
to succeed. 

“In the manufacture of peat, first get your peat 
marsh,” says the writer. “Ordinarily, a good peat 
marsh isn’t much good for anything else but peat un- 
less bullfrogs be excepted. As a commodity this nat- 
ural peat, too, is one of the most highly watered nat- 
ural stocks in nature, ranging from 80 to 90 per cent 
moisture. At once this fact emphasizes the impossi- 
bility of watering the stock of the peat manufactory. 
In the matter of the peat marsh there are two kinds— 
one of these types existing at the bottom of an inland 
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lake and for the most part covered with water the year 
around, the other marsh marking a mere depression 
of the surface in which the peat forming vegetations, 
growing and dying, serve to preserve the rainfall and 
promote the deposits. In these marshes the peat may 
be in all stages of formation, from the light gray ma- 
terial as cut and dried to the dark browns and black 
of the structureless material. In common parlance 
these darker shades of peat are called ‘muck,’ but are 
differentiated from muck because of having little or 
no mineral substances in it. One of the tests of this 
class of peat is to try it out under the teeth to dis- 
cover if it has this foreign mineral matter, which is 
noncombustible and tends to abnormal quantities of 
ash.” . 

Those larger areas of peat deposits in North Amer- 
ica lie to the north where rains and fogs are character- 
istic of the climate. In the Canadian provinces are 
vast marshes, while the state of Maine at present is 
one of the most promising fields for exploitation on a 
large scale. In Europe, where labor is more plentiful 
and cheap, the peat deposits of the continent have been 
worked for generations, largely by the simple process 
of spading into blocks and drying in the sun. Where 
the market is more than local, however, and where 
shipment by boat or rail is necessary, peat in this form 
cannot be considered as promising returns to the oper- 
ator. It can be sold in Europe at 75 cents to $1 a ton, 
while reduced to such merchantable ‘shapes as would 
tempt the American market it is estimated that an 
average of $1.50 a ton would need to be charged to 
the costs of manufacture. Then in competition’ with 
coal the wholesale price to the manufacturer probably 
would be under $3 a ton. 

Expert advice to the potential manufacturer of peat’ 
therefore, is not to begin operation on too large a 
scale. “It is doubtful whether any considerable 
amount of peat fuel will-be used in the first five years 
after it appears on a given market,” says the govern- 
ment report, “and it probably would be a large esti- 
mate to make that at the end of that time 10 per cent 
of the entire fuel used in the area tributary to the 
proposed plant would be peat.” But where even a 
small peat deposit close to the local market attracts 
the would-be manufacturer, the development of .mod- 
ern peat manufacturing machinery is such that for 
$1,000 investment the experiment may be made. The 
building may be no more than a rainproof shed for the 
protection of the engine and boiler, so placed that suf- 
ficient solid footing may be had for drying the ma- 
chined product as it comes from the mill. 

That peat manufacturing seems to be just now in the 
field of the small operator is shown in the observation 
that within the last two years two companies starting 
out with a capital of $100,000 each have gone to the 
wall for the reason that at the current prices for the 
fuel interest could not be paid upon the investment 
in the plants. Altogether the distinctly “simple life” 
as applicable to manufacturing is urged upon those 
who would exploit beds of peat. 

In the form of a dry powder, burning under a blast, 
peat is a valuable fuel. For use in this form the de- 
posits are cut and left to the actions of the weather 
through the winter season, after which it is dried and 











powdered. The fuel in this shape is almost as dark aé 
coal, almost as heavy, and with regulated blast will 
burn without smoke or soot. Gas may be generated 
irom peat, as it is in several countries of Europe, with 
a resultant coke that makes valuable fuel. With the 
rapid depletion of the forests suitable for the manu- 
facture of charcoal, too, the excellent charcoal ob- 
tained from peat is looked to as a future incentive for 
the country to exploit its peat deposits.

Confidence is the soul of every enterprise. It is the 
basis of every business. Shake the confidence of the 
commercial world and you precipitate a pahic. Re- 
store lost confidence and the pulse of business again 
throbs with renewed life. That fatal black Friday 
in 1873, when Jay Cooke & Co. failed, destroyed pub- 
lic confidence and brought on one of the most disas- 
trous panics in the history of man. Thousands of 
honest laborers became tramps. Business methods 
have greatly improved in the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. Men have come to appreciate the commercial 
value of confidence. Reputation in business is the 
fruit of confidence. Self-confidence is the secret of 
achievement. The negative element in self-confidence 
is conceit. William Rufus, the red king, despite the 
fact that he had no man’s respect, had the confidence 
of the people in his own ability to win. His self-con- 
fidence gave others confidence in him, but confidence 
without respect is only half a victory. “The perfect 
victory is to triumph over one’s self,” says a’Kempis. 
Caesar’s faith in Caesar made him “the foremost man 
of all this world.” In 1796 Napoleon wrote to the 
Directory: “In the persuasion that your confidence 
was reposed in me, my actions were as prompt as my 
thoughts.” Without that public confidence not even 
the arrogance, the selfishness and the genius of Na- 
poleon could have won. Speaking of those moments 
of fear which even the bravest soldiers experience, the 
little Corsican says: “That terror proceeds irom a 
want of confidence in their own courage.” Lincoln 


was a marked example of the truth of the old proverb, 


“Confidence begets confidence.” His modesty was 
coupled. with an implicit faith in himself, his own 
judgment and the cause that was a part of his very 
existence. In spite of their pique and their resent- 
ment, his cabinet members had a reserve respect for 
their great leader and a confidenec in his judgment. 
His tremendous personality was all-conquering. His 
was “the faith that makes faithful.” The triumph of 
John Wesley was one of the most remarkable in re- 
ligious history. His indefatigable industry, cool judg- 
ment, moderation, patience and ambition, which Green 
the historian, says “marked him as a ruler of men,” 
would have counted for little had he not had the ut- 
most confidence in himself. Many a man fails be- 
cause he feeds on failure. To have confidence in 


one’s self is to be fortified against defeat.

Charles M. Schwab, the present head of the Beth- 
lehern Steel Ci. of Pittsburg, started driving stakes 
for the Carneg.e Steel Co., and drove them so well

Benjamin F. Eshleman. 

Benjamin Franklin Eshleman, vice-president and 
manager of the wholesale hardware house of Stauffet, 
Eshleman & Co., New Orleans, La., president of the 
New Orleans Board of Trade, and one of the oldest 
merchants and distinguished citizens of that city, died 
at Narragansett Pier, R. I., on July 5, at the age of 
80 years. Death was caused by heart disease. Colonel 


‘Eshleman had been spending the summer in New 


England. He was born in Lancaster County, Pa., and 
worked as a boy in the hardware business in Lan- 
caster. In 1850 he moved to New Orleans, where he 
was made a partner by his uncle, Isaac Stauffer, in 
the firm of Stauffer & Eshleman, which became one 
of the largest hardware houses in the South. Colonel 
Eshleman was one of the organizers of the famous 
Washington Artillery of New Orleans during the 
Civil War, made a captain and afterwards com- 
mander of a battalion. He commanded the artillery 
at Gettysburg and fired the signal shot that begun 
the battle. He had been one of the most prominent 
citizens of Louisiana for the past 40 years. 
, Daniel K. Stucki. 

Daniel K. Stucki, Buffalo, N. Y., chairman of the 
executive committee of the Old Guard Southern Hard- 
ware Salesmen, and one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of that organization, died suddenly at Beaumont, 
Tex., on July 1, as the result of a hemorrhage. Mr. 
Stucki was well known to the hardware trade, espe- 
cially in southern territory. At the recent convention 
at Pittsburgh of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ As- 
sociation he was elected assistant sergeant-at-arms.

On line D draw profile of gutter the required size 
and space it into any convenient number of spaces. 
Erect line A and, at any, convenient point, as O, strike 
miter lines B and C. Draw lines from spacings in pro- 
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file parallel with line A, intersecting miter lines C and 
B. Take spacings from profile and place them on 
stretchout line D. Place T-square at O and at right 
angles with line A. Draw lines from intersecting 
points in miter lines to the corresponding numbers in 
stretchout. Draw lines through intersecting points in 
stretchout. This will give the correct patterns. 

To make pattern for tube, draw tube the required 
size, erect center line EG, and at E strike half circle, 
and space into any convenient number of spaces. 
Draw lines from spacings parallel with line EG, inter- 
secting profile of gutter. Draw line F and space off 
the stretchout 7, 9, 7, and draw lines indefinitely from 
spacings at right angles to line F. Place the T-square 
parallel with line F, and draw lines from G to cor- 
responding numbers in stretchout, which gives the re- 
quired pattern.

ALUMINUM WELDING. 


The reduced cost of aluminum ‘has_ contributed 
greatly to the rapidly increasing use of this metal in 
competition with copper for electrical purposes. But 
one of the greatest obstacles to its extended use has 
been the difficulty of obtaining a sound mechanical 
joint. In the United States metal sleeves have been 
used to hold together the cable ends, but they do not 
afford a sound electrical joint, owing to the oxidation 
of the aluminum surface where it is in contact with the 
sleeve. Attempts have been made to weld aluminum 
electrically, but the weld when made was found to be 
brittle, and the strength of the metal was reduced con- 
siderably, in some cases as much as 10 per cent. As 
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30 
is well known, the difficulty of soldering aluminum is 
due to the formation of an imperceptible, but very per- 
sistent, film of oxide on the surface of the metal. This 
film of oxide cannot be reduced by the use of flux, nor 
can it be mechanically removed, for, however rapid 
the removal, a fresh film is instantaneously formed on 
the new surface, preventing the permanent adhesion of 
the solder. A large number of experiments on the 
welding of aluminum extending over eight or nine 
years, has been made by Sherard Cowper-Coles, an 
Englishman. He has now invented a compact welding 
machine, in which the fact that aluminum readily be- 
comes coated with a film of oxide is utilized. The 
ends of the rod to be jointed are butted after facing 
square, and flame from a gas blowpipe or benzine 
lamp is applied at the joint, which rapidly produces an 
oxide skin. The fused metal is retained within this 
skin of oxide. When the ends of the rods are molten 
they are brought rapidly together by releasing a 
spring catch, the oxide skin, bursting at the point of 
contact, is driven out by the pressure of the spring, 
and the clean molten metal unites and makes a perfect 
joint. The machine can be supplied with coal gas or 
with a producer gas blowpipe (made of iron), or 
with a benzoline lamp for field work, in which case it 
can be packed in a box 18 in. by 7 in., weighing only 
19 lbs. The results of tests for tensile sttength on 
twelve consecutive welds showed that the metal had 
not deteriorated at the weld.—Exchange.

Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The local market for hardware was somewhat quiet 

during the past week, and prices were unchanged. 
The market shows some irregularity, but, in the main, 
the tone is good. Prices on products that are season- 
ably in demand are well maintained, but for others 
in which the demand is waning, there is a tendency 
to grant concessions to stimulate business or to secure 
attractive orders. Current business last week was 
along familiar lines, with most activity noted in build- 
ers’ hardware; the large amount of construction work 
being the immediate cause for this demand. On the 
whole, however, buyers of hardware appear somewhat 
tardy in making heavy purchases. The demand for 
wire nails is light. There is only a quiet demand for 
cut nails, and prices are unchanged. Barb wire is 
quiet. : 
The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base pfiée is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mi!l for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 


Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents. 





TIN PLATE. 

Prices of tin plate are firmly held and the market 
is healthy in tone. The American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co. is working about 40 per cent of: its capacity. The 
strike of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel 
and Tin Workers is not expected to become much 
of a factor, for the reason that supplies on hand are 
large. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. are 
assuring consumers that their needs will be well taken 
care of, notwithstanding the labor difficulties. At this 
time of the year the tin plate market is usually light. 
For 100-lb. I. C. coke plates the price is $3.45, Pitts- 
burgh, subject to a rebate of 5 cents per box on large 
orders.

SHEETS. 

With the great bulk of the sheet mills of the Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin Plate Co., which were formerly run- 
ning, continuing in operation, and the independents, 
whether union or non-union, running as formerly, no 
difficulty in sheet deliveries is expected as a result of 
the strike of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, now in progress. Jobbers had 
been taking sheet deliveries a little more freely than 
formerly in order to avoid any difficulty. The market 
has been gaining steadily in strength for a month, 
until concessions from nominal prices are compara- 
tively rare on flat sheets and are not as extensive on 
corrugated sheets. On black sheets the regular mar- 
ket is $2.20 and on galvanized $3.20. The nominal 
prices on corrugated sheets is $1.55 on painted and 
$2.80 on galvanized, these prices being frequently 
shaded $1 a ton and in extreme cases $2 a ton, 


COPPER. 

The demand for ingot copper has fallen off some- 
what, not only in a speculative way, but also for con- 
sumption. The leading consumers supplied their im- 
mediate needs very largely some time sitice and are 
likely to wait until the market is a little more settled 
before operating again as freely. There seems to be 
a general belief that the consumption of copper is 
steadily increasing, and as the leading producers are 
well sold up through July, they are showing no par- 
ticular anxiety over the situation. 

Some of the very low prices recently quoted in New 
York appear to be a part of the usual scheme to de- 
press prices on the copper that has to be sold through 
certain selling agencies. At any rate, some of the 
larger selling agencies are holding electrolytic firmly 
at 1334c, and no tonnage of any amount seems avail- 
able at less than 13 4c. 

The June statistics of copper producers, in view 
of the exports of 74,000,000 pounds last month, are 
expected to show a large decrease in domestic stocks. 
The reduction will have to be at least 25,000,000 
pounds to offset the gain in English stocks, because 
England has increased 38,000,000 pounds from the 
low point May 1. 

Sheet copper is unchanged, the base. price at th« 
mill being 17c. Small lots are selling in this market 
at 18c base. 

Prices on seamless brass pipe are steady at 18c pei 
pound for 34 to 3-inch, inclusive.

Spelter is steady and unchanged, though a slightly 
easier tone was noted before the holidays. New York 
still quotes 5.45c¢ for spot and July,. while St. Louis is 
dull and nominal at 5.32%c. 


ALUMINUM. 

Electrical interests are good buyers of aluminum 
and the price is firm. No. 1 ingots for melting are 
offered at 24c per pound in ton lots, and No. 2 ingots 
at 23c to 25¢ in car lots for 90 per cent pure. Rods 
and wire are being held at 32c a pound in ton lots, and 
sheets at 32c a pound:in ton lots. 


COKE. 

The demand for coke is fairly active and prices are 
steady. For first class Connellsville 72-hour foundry 
coke $2.25 is asked. Deliveries in the latter part of 
the year are being reported on a basis slightly higher 
than this. Prices of furnace coke are steady and range 


from $1.75 to $1.90. 


IRON BARS. 

The market for iron bars shows improvement and 
prices are firm. Mills are more active than for some 
time past and the general situation is considered satis- 
factory. Quotations are as follows: 1.45c to 1.50c for 
best refined bars and 1.40c to 1.45¢ for the ordinary. 


PIG IRON. 

There has recently been a great deal of activity in 
the market for pig iron, with a general advancing 
tendency in all sections and actually higher prices in 
some directions. There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the Alabama district, and prices are fully 50c 
a ton higher than they were a week ago. The mini- 
mum price for both spot and future delivery appears 
to be $12.50 a ton, though some of the furnaces are 
asking $13 for delivery in the third quarter. An occa- 
sional lot may possibly be bought slightly below these 
figures, but the aggregate of such tonnage available is 
small, and is steadily decreasing. 

Most of the current business is for delivery in the 
third quarter, though considerable iron is being sold 
for delivery in the last quarter. New England con- 
tinues to be much more quiet than New York and the 
West, especially the latter, where there is reported to 
be a very good business in progress. 

Pennsylvania iron is steady for both spot and 
fitures, and sales continue to be made at the ‘prices 
quoted a week ago. For New England delivery, $18 
t» $18.50 a ton is being quoted, with nothing avail- 
ale at less than that figure. The Virginia furnaces 
4.50 show an advancing tendency, some of the fur- 





maces asking 25c a ton more than was. the case a 

‘week ago. This grade of iron is. very firm at $14 to 
$14.50 a ton; Roanoke.

Rogers, Brown & Company, Cincisnati, say in their 
weekly report: 

“The second half of the year opens well. The iron trade 
is optimistic, as a result of recent developments along this 
and allied lines. Active buying of iron has resulted in stiff- 
ening of price, advances in some quarters and hesitancy on 
the part of some furnaces to further consider business just 
now. There has been a general advance in prices, but they 
are ‘as yet somewhat irregular although on a higher plane. 
During the latter part of June there was quite a demand for 
low grade iron, and pipe works and other manufacturers 
bought heavily. 

Some blast furnaces have withdrawn from the market, 
refusing to make quotations until they can better figure out 
their situation regarding deliveries for a considerable period 
ahead. 

“Some lines, such as wire and rails, are undergoing re- 
markable development, the former at a rate almost normal, 
and directly due to the crop outlook and agricultural con- 
ditions with which they have so much to do. It was only 
after the first quarter of the year that the spurt in steel 
started and since then it has been going at a record rate. 

“It is stated that rail contracts placed during the first 
three months were less than 275,000 tons, this quantity being 
increased to 1,200,000 tons by the first of July, the second 
quarter business exceeding 900,000 tons. 

“Coke is steady with fair sales of both furnace and foun- 
dry and some manufacturers out of the market for any more 
contract business, claiming to have sold up their estimated 
output to such an extent as to make other policy unwise. 
With the present trend of the iron market, it is only right to 
suppose that coke will follow, as it has been at a low point 
for so long.” 


Matthew Addy & Co.“Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“June was a month of phenomenal tonnage. There is 
very little question but that every furnace in the country sold 
more iron than it could make in. the month, and to fill the 
orders which have been taken during the first half of the year 
furnace stocks will be drawn upon and the surplus accmumla- 
tions in this way will be decidedly reduced. July has opened 
very well. Of course after last month’s boom it is not likely 
that this month will eclipse its tonnage, but it will be a month 
nevertheless of good tonnage, and there does not exist any- 
where the slightest doubt but that this fall there will be a 
further revival of the iron business that will put the trade on 
a very firm foundation. Things are all going the right way 
and with good crops nothing can prevent the iron business 
from coming to its own again. 

“Prices are very firm with an advancing tendency. In 
Southern iron there is a stiffness in quotations that has not 
existed for eighteen months. And shipments are constantly 
growing in volume. This is the best thing that could happen 
in the trade, for with the present production of iron con- 
sumption has to keep up a very.lively pace indeed to prevent 
being trod on.”
